KARE? bu never could 
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The Unfortunate 


and humane wildome , {quaring 
religionto their own ends, and 
intereſts, then the lite and death 
of this unfortunate King of 
Iury, Hee hada'naturall judge- 
ment of a dcep reach zan under- 
ſtanding ,that could picrce unto, 
and fathome the moſt wonder- 
full and myſterious practices, & 
acourage mounted to the high. 
cſt degree and pitch that can bee 
expreſſed: A ma that had ſprung 
out of nothing, yetbuilrt his for. 
tunes as high asa Throne, and 
cſ{tabliſhed ir amidſt ſo various, 
lo knotty and intricate affaires, 
that he made himlſclte to be ad. 
mircd even of the moſt under- 
ſtanding headsthe in the world, 
But fince he built on that impi- 
ous maxime, That hee ought to 
make Law and Rebgion his ſtat- 

| king 
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king-horſe for to ſerve his own 
purpoſes, hee led a lifeas full of 
villany,as diſquiet,which ended 
with the moſt wofull death that 
imagination can reach unto to 
conceive. What made me yet 
to reſolve upon this Hiſtory 
(which I have taken out of loſe- 
phus , and ſome other ſmaller 
fragments, and Commentaries, 
ſpinning it out according to the 
copiouſneſle of my ſtyle, & not 
ftritly rying my lelte to any ex. 
a tranſlation) was,that (beſide 
the Ynfortunate Politique) you 
read there Innocence perſecuted 
and wearied in the life of a La- 
dy that was the very mirrourof 
Patience ; and whom I propoſe 
hereinthe firſt rank , as oneof 
the- greateſt Ornaments of our 
holy Court, It is not here with- 
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out reaſon, that I would cull the 
faireſt Roſes amidſt the ſharpeſt 
Thornes; ſhew her lerenity ,and 
calmaneſſe inthe greateſt tempeſt 
of a troubleſome ſtate z and ſeek 
a hony Comb even 1n the jawes 
of a Lion : ſince from Heyods 
Coanrr I goe to fetch out achaſt, 
and patient Mar/jampe , thevery 
Tablet of Innocence moſt de- 
ſpighttully entreated. The pati- 
ence ofthis poore Qrieen de- 
ſerves to bee conſecrated with 
the pen of a Diamond to the 
Temple of Eternity , fince it is 
able roeccliple the glory of the 
greateſt Herocs,to tranſcend the 
powerof Rhetorick, andto ra. 
viſh the ſpirits,even of thoſe that 


uſenot tg admire ought that is | 
obvious and vulgar,. God who 


rayſes the glory of his choſen 
on 
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on the foundirion (as it were) of 
the greateſt milcries , ſecing the 
ſoule of this Princeſſe ro be: of a 
moſt hardy , and noble temper, 
thought fitto give her a ſpacious 
field for combat , that ſo ſhee 
might win the more glorious & 
triumphane Palines of patiencez 
And tothis end he gave her wie. 
ked Herod to her husband,a Per. 
ſccutor, a barbarous, and infa. 
mous Executioner , bur by ſo 
much the more ſutable to the 
patience of Mariamne , by how 
muchthe more like a Perſecu- 
tor,and a Headſman then a huſ- 
band, and a head. To know the 
irength, and roughneſle of this 
anvill, we muſt know the ham- 
merthatbear gpon it: Thebetter 
toſpeak the ſingular goodneſſe 
of this Queen, wee muſt oppoſe 

A 3 unto 
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pnto-itan anti-parallel , the ma- 


lice of Herod, wee muſt obſerue 


how this difloyall perſon, hol- 


ding his Life,Scepter,& Crown 
from the houſe of Mariamwe , in 
recompence thereof, took away 
from her both Scepter, Crown, 
and Lite. After hee had riprt out 
her bowels ( as I maylſoſpeak ) 
putting to death her neereſt 
blood before her eyes, 8& at laſt 
he flings hertoo, all weltring in 
her blood, upon the pile( where 
herkindred, and brethren were 
mad: a holocauſt) to bee the laſt 
{acrificero his helliſh furic , yer 
could he never ſhake her invin- 
Cible patience, and conſtancy, 
Each one ſpeaks of Herod, asa 
mancompoled of clay tempered 
with blood , as of a Tyrant that 
would murther mercy it ſelfe: 

But

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Bur every man knoweth not the 
art, and ſubtlery,which hee uſed 
toget into poſſeſſion of his Ma- 
riamne,and Davids Scepter, op- 
prefling the one with all Ingra- 
titude, and ſwaying the other 

with extream Tyranny, - 
About fifty yeares before the 
Nativity of our Saviour , the 
kingdome of 1udah, that fince 
David ſtood on .its bottome 
neer a thouſarid yeares (though 
in thar pcriodit oft had ſuffered 
ſtrange ecclipſes, & changes, be- 
ing often reht,and ſore ſhaken,& 
by thoſe concuſſions often knit 
again , and took deeper root,) 
found its Tombe, and utter ru. 
ine itt the fatall diſcord of two 
Brothers. Hyrcanus at honeſt 
man, buta bad King, did then 
beare rule - hee. had neithec 
A 4 ſtrength 
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ſtrength,refolution,nor courage 
as cowardlike in his charge , as 
innocent in his manners , & con. 
verſation. His ever-facile de- 
mcanour made him degencratc 
into a kinde of ſtupidity , and 
though unable to do any harm , 
yctdid he ſuffer himſelfe to bee 
aninſtrumecnt of all the inſolen. 
cies that were committed, for 
that he was too dutile, & capa- 
ble of the impreſſions of ano. 
ther: Bcing apprehenſive of this 
his weakneſfle , heecaſts the ho- 
nour,and burden of the Realme 
( withall willingneſſe ) on the 
ſhoulder of his brother AriF0- 
bulas,a man valiant, and hearty, 
but whohad more imploiments 
then good ſucceſle, During this 
dechining and tottering ſtate of 
Royalty, Paleſtina was much cy- 

cd 
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ed, and icourted of her Neigh- 
bours , and aboucall, by Artt- 
pater( the father of this Herod } 
an 1dumean by birth, in's man» 
ners an Arabian,a fattious ſpirit, 
well monied , and by his ſtrata- 
gems able to overturne a great 
Empire, who had of along time 
on foot a projet upon the 
Realm of Iwdea, he well forelaw 
thatit would be a hard tagke for 
him to patin praQtiſe his wicked 
deſignes,as longas that bold Li- 
on Ariſtobulus ſtood on thetop, 
or | : but if hee were once 
diſmounted,and Hrreanrs reſto- 
red to the throne,thenall ſhould 
be at his arbicrement and diſpo- 
{all. What doththe Ldrabian, 
but goe about ſowing the ſeeds 
of rebellion in the hearts of the 
people againſt their Leige Lord 

Ariſto. 
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Ariftobulus ? Telling them,they 
were diſloyall cowards, to per- 
mir their lawfall King Hircanus 
to be dethroned ( in whoſe hand 
nature had put the Sceprer, ) and 
the Kingdome to be transferred 
ona mutfnous , and'a turbulent 
ſpirit, vhoere long would make 
them the wracks 8 deſolation 
of all Paltftine; tharthty had a- 
bandofied a King , whom they 
could not tax with oughr , but 
exceſſt bf govdneſle,to admit of 
one, who having entred at the 
pate of treachery , could not 
reigne ovet 'them without the 
trouble, and combuſtion of his 
country , when good Hircauns 
would deveft himfelfe of his 
right,they'were tobfame to c6- 
deſcend to his modeſty, who 
wasVy {6 tmuch the wSrthier - 

rule

rule, by how much he deem'd 
himſelfe the more unworthy : 
Theglory which hee did fly fr6 
in uadervaluing his own perſon, 
ſhould have purſued him to his 
grave.If they did objed& againſt 
himroo much gentlenefle,itwas 


. themore agreeable to the piety, 


and ſweet behaviourof the 7ews. 
It the Doxes were to chuſe them 
aKing , they would ever make 
a Choile of a Stalne , before a 
Sparrow-hawk. This {ubtile 
head, by ſuchlike remonſtrances 
found many that gave care unto 
him, partly amongſt thoſe that 
loved innovation, & partly too, 
among thoſe that were carried 
away with the pretended juſtice 
of thecauſe , & none would yer 
eſpic his drift, which under the 
colourof publique good , went 

about 
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abour to crect a Monatchy to! 


himſelfe, or his heires. Having | 
now thruſt the iron ſo farre into | 
the fire , hee ſtudied hew to win |! 


the heart of Hyrcanus 'with all 
mannex of obſequiouſnefle , and 
reftimonies of friendſhip , which 


was not difficult to purchaſe, | 
this Prince permitting himſelte | 
to be overruled by thoſe that ' 
would make any ſemblance of | 


200d willtowards him. 


Behold him now «( become ! 
aS it were) Lord Protector , or | 


Guardian of this flexible ſpirit, 
when under pretence'of love he 
poſſeſſes in that manner , that all 
the ations of Hyrcanns paſt cur - 
rantnolonger by any other au- 
thority , then the direQions and 


counſells of Antipater. Never- | 


thelefle when he began to cgge 
| him 
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him forward for to make warre 


; on his brother for the recovery 


ofthe royall Throne , hee found 


! his heart ſo far benumbd that he 


had much adoe to warm it, and 
ſtrike aſpark of courageinto his 
ſoule, for the exceſſive coldneſle 
and the unmanlineſſe of his Na. 
ture, But at length hee preacht 
one day efteually, and did edi- 


+ hemuch, telling him, that this 


quitting of his kingdome, which 


: hehadtranſlated to his brother, 
: wasa thing that could not ſtand 


with his Honour, and ſafety of 
Life. What eye would notdiſtill 


* tearesto {ee him in that con. 


tempt,8& miſery , while his bro. 
ther livedin riot , and pomp © 
This was toconfound the Laws 
of nature, this was to authorize 
tyranny, Petty theeves are caſt 
into 


py 
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intoa Dungeon,or Stocks, and 
Ariſtobulus that had uſurpr a 
kingdome, rufled in filk, 8 ſpar- 
kled with Diamonds. 

A Kingdome was a ſhirt 
which a man ſhould not ſhift 
off, but with his life - they 
were the tales and dreames of 
idle talking Philoſophy , that 
Crowns were lin'd with thorns, 
whereas they areRubics & Dia- 
monds, that never yet moleſted 
any mans. head. The life which 
then Hyrcanss lead , would bet. 
ter become an Eſean Monk, ot 
a Capuchin,thena King: And to 
conclude,rhat all the people de- 
ſired with paſhonto {ee him re- 


enſtated in his fathers Throne. | 


Hee poſleſt his eares with fo 
owertull Rhetorique , that hee 
began now to gaine upon hin 
But 
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But there were many reaſons, 
which held him in ſuſpenſe. The 
one was his oath , by which hee 
had renounced his Royalty ; the 
other want of ſufficient ſtrength 
forthe enterpriſe. Forthe oath, 
Antipater ſoon reſolved him of 
chat,telling him , he ſwore a hai- 
nous crime , and there was ao* 
thing could oblicge him to the 
performance ; and for ſtrength, 
heacquainted him withthe aux. 
iliary forces of luſty .Ar«bians, 
which he could levy at his com- 
mand. While hee yet ſtaggerd 
at this-unſteedy footing, he went 
on to breath into his heart black 
miſtruſts, and jealouſtes toych- 
ing his brother, as though (after 
he had proyed uponhis cſtate) 
he had an.-entetprize; upon his 
life;ſurmigog conſpiracics to be 


plotted 
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plotted againſt him: and this hee 


did withtuchart, & fleight, thar | 


Hyrcanus yeelded to him, and 


gave him full commiſhon of | 


war,orpeace , todoe according 


25 it liked him beſt. This conclu- | 


ded ,. the Apple of diſcord was 
flung intothe midſt : Artipater 
fail'd notto implorethe ayd of 
Aretas King of the Arabs , who 


comes up : with 'a mighty army, | 


whichlike-an inundation over- 
runs all Paleſtiye,committing all 
outrage,and hoſtility ſacking & 
depopulating ( without mercy) 
all the way he went, inſomuch, 
that hee drove 4r:iſtobulns to a 
very narrow ſtrait , beſeigig 
him within Jeruſalem the Mec- 
tropolis,and Royall City, 


But as the greater Serpent de- 


vours the lefler ; ſo hapneth it 
hereupon 
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hercupon , thar the Rorans under 
the conduct of Pompey the Great, 
now diſplaying their dreadtull 
Eagles on the plaines of Syr:a,lea- 
ding an army of fire,before which 
all other Roytlers or minor Prin- 
ces were but as chaffe , make this 
Arabian glad to retire within his 
own territories,they march on vi- 
Roriouſly without controle , and 
interpoſe themſelves ro preſcribe 
laws,to pronounce peace, or war, 
how, and to: whom ſoever they 
pleaſed. Thetwo brothers made 
all Courtſhip to the Roman,to pur- 
chaſchis tavour, and amity; each 
one-ſtriving cagerly ro win him of 
his fide, well perceiving that the 
obtaining of this would ſpeedily 
putaperiod to the controverſie, 
Ariſtobolus(as the more generous 
bold,and King-like)ar the farſt ac- 
cefſe found the more favour,inre- 
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gard that among other Jargeſſes, 
he preſented him witha vine al of 
maſkie gold, one of the rareſt , and 
moſt exa&t workmanſhip in the 
world, which afterward, for a 
long time ſerved for an ornament 
in the Capitoll. At length behold 
both brothers proſtrate at Pom- 
pey's teet,conteſting both, 8 plea- 
ding not for a Hamlet, or Vine- 
yard,but a Kingdomeznothing ſu. 
ſpccting that while they ſtaked 
their fortunes in the hands of a 
ſtranger, (who knew no other law 


but his ambition ) inſteed of Um. 


pire he would play the Vulwre,& 
claſpthem in his tallons, Aztipa- 
zer (ecing at firſt the ballance to 
perpend to Ariſtobulus bis fide, as 
one thatthe Romans had reaſon to 
hope would be more ſerviceable, 
& advantagious to their deſignes, 
never ceaſed to decry him,tocaſt

black aſpertions on his reputarti- 
on,and to work the Romans toa 
miſtruſt of his inclinationtowards 
them , ſtill fawning , and couching 
like a Spaniell before Pompey:infos 
much that Ari#obulus torelecing 
that this pernicious fpirit, abuſing 
the name, & weaknefle of his bro. 
ther, would {el both to the Roman, 
ſets himſelfe on his gard , where 
hehad bur too much reſolution, 
and too litle ſtrengthto cope with 
the Army of {o potent an Empire, 
This poore Prince being over- 
matched , and ſinking underthe 
weight of ſuch anencounter , was 
taken captive , bound in chaines 
with his rwo ſonnes and ſo many 
daughters, andled away to Rome 
ro furniſh a triumph for Pompey: 
Teruſalem is made tributary , the 
Pontificate confer'd upon Hyrca« 
245,but all the authority commit- 
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tedrothe hands of 4ntipater.T his 
wasa ſpectacle that drew teares 
eve from thoſe, who before times 
could not affe&t Arifobulus,to ſee 
this unfortunate King in bolts, la- 
den with iron, rogether with his 
Princely ſonnes, andthe poor La- 
dies his daughters, all the heires 


of their fathers misfortunes who 


were, leaving their nativecountry, 


where they reigned in ſuch Ho- | 


nonr; for to ſeek through ſo un- 
couth and tedious voyages by ſea 
& land, their thraldome or death, 
which isthe more ordinary wiſh 
of unhappy wights. 

Antipater rcapes the bayes of 
this victory , and bcgins (though 
as yet ſtaind with blood)to eſta- 
bliſh his lirle Monarchy which he 


had been ſo long a cotriving. Hyr- | 
cannus ſeem'd like an old ſepulcher | 


which retain'd nothing bar the 
name 
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name , or inſcription. All things 
were effeed by him in appea- 
rance , though not any thing in- 
deed:The other enrertain'd the Ks- 
mans out of his Exchequer, be. 
ſtowed preſents,ſent, and received 
Embaſſadours,praStiſed confede- 
racies, corrupted the forces of his 
adverſaries and rid his way of all 
the rubs, and impediments that 
might oppoſe his advancement,6e 
orcatnefle; and made it beleeved 
thatthis mild Pontifte was prime 
mover and author of all. Then ſee- 
ing himſelfe-each day to grow 
ſtronger in repure and authority, 
the better to aſſure rhe Realme for 
his ſonnes after his deceaſle ;, hee 
madethe elder (namely Phaſelns) 
governour of leruſalem , and on 
Herod his younger lon he confer'd 
the: Prefetureſhip. of Galz/e, In 
ſhort time after , whe he had ſuckr 
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up all the winde with his Aatulenc 
ambition had engendred , and be- 


ing now at his mon ultra, not! 


knowing which way to bend his 
machinations,heſuckt up a glaſle 
of poylon that was miniſtred unto 
him at a feaſt by the device of 
Malicys his enemie, Behold here 
the iſſue of humane practices! 
Thoſe whoaredrunk with ambi, 
tion, and are mad for Honours 
which they ſecke to arrive at by 
miſchievous plots, and all the tra- 
vell of body and minde , are like 
thoſe Iftle bubbles which ariſe on 
the ſurface of the water in a tem» 
peſt,they ſwell,and burſt in a mo. 
ment. Antipater being dead, his 
two ſonnes, Phaſelus and Herod 
ſhare equally in the ſucceſſion, | 
each of them maintaines his own 
ſtation firmly,&'ſtudies to temper 
the mater 1o as to get a 
i 
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fill to act the ſame parr to repre- 
fent a King. Herod was no 'fooner 
encred up6 his charge,even while 
his father was yer living(being not 
full tiftcen yeares of age) thewed 
early what if time hee-would 
prove by ſome excurfions of his 
inbred diſpoſition, which 1ome- 
times hee made to fallic our, like 
thoſe litle flreaks, and {parks of 
heat in the ayre ,that burſt out of 
a cloud, and then after flaſh in 
lightning. He was of a fraudulent, 
and malignant ſpirit, ambitious e- 
ven toa degree of madnes, whoſe 
fingers did alwaies itch to beeim- 
brued in blood, and flaughter; and 
indeed he ſtained his render years 
and the prologue - of his" reigne 
with effuſion of humane blood, 
putting to the ſword 'Ezetas, 
who indeed lived inthe eſteem of 
a Rover & common robber, but

wondring atthe ſpeech , marvell 
not at the matter (quoth he) God 
would give youa- King in his an- 
ger, and hee could not finde one 
naughtier then Herod; H- is the 
ſcourge which you doe want to 
chaſtiſe your infidelity. Hyrcanus 
then ſecing the Iudges ſomewhat 
animared by the ſpeech of Sameas 
and tobe moreinclinedto the fade 
of [uſtice then Mercy , made him 
ſecretly to ſlink away , tor hee 1o- 
ved him intirely,and ſo hatchtthe 
eggeota Cockatrrice within his 
own boſome.

This Tragcedy ended , Herod 
mounted on the wp of fortunes 
wheele.

an aged & weather-beaten Prince, 


one infant Boy, and two Gitle 
to bee defeated. Hyrcanus wa 
that aged Prince, who intrutl 
drew an unwilling breath, whoſ: 
head many turmoiles , and viciſh 
tudes of fortune haſtned his hozx 
ry haire,he was then held captive 
in the Parthians hands ; but thr 
King,though a Sarbarias,hadc6. 
paſhon on a milde, debonaire na:

the walls of Babylon, with alltht 
liberty as might be defired. This 
poor Prince who live dall his lift 
time without any ambition did 
deare this change of fortune with” 
an equall temper, and tenor!

miſeries ! Heavie Marianne, 
(thoughthe patient of all) yer 
had much adoe ro withſtand the 
violent affault of incomparable 
oriete: ſhee lov'd this brother en- 
tirely , as the portrait of her ſelfe, 


| asthe diſpoſitary of her heart, as 


the hope of herhouſe too miſera- 
bly rent, and all wounded with 
eriefe ( as ſhe was;) yet (good La- 
dy) ſhe thought of the ſorrows of 
her mother , and lies behind the 
dead body of her brother, as if ſhe 
had been the very ſhadow there - 
of. Then turning to God with an 
affeRionate heart ſhe ſends up this 
cjaculation.

of M, Anthoxy, crying , that rhis

Court,the Mother and ſiſter of 
Herod tail'd not ro obſerve with 
all diligent circumſpeQion the 
actions of the Queene MH ariamne 
and of her Mother Alexandra, His 


Vncle Zoſeph was Keeper of the | 


Priſon, and did often viſit Mari- 
amne,{ometimcs for buſineſle, and 
{omctimes for complement. This 
man began to be findged like a 
butterfly with beames ſhot o 
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the eyes of this incomparable 
beauty,and did dearea great deal 
of affetion towards her, and 
though hee ſaw himſelfe farree. 
nough from all manner of preten. 
ſions, yet notwithſtanding hetook 
adelight , that hee had plac'd his 
love on ſo high an objet. This 
paſſion turn'd his braines, and 
made him fooliſh and talkative; 
being already clowne enough by 
ill education, which made him 
talke wonderfull ridiculous, and 
fooliſh . For oneday when there 
was a ſpeech made of the affeRi- 
on that Heyod beare to his wife 
UMariamne , Alexandra her Mo- 
ther jeer'dat it very ironically,ac- 
cording to her faſhion,Toſeph who 
would have the Queene ſtill to 
enterraine a good liking of her 
husband his Maſter, whether hee 
was mad or drunke ſpake withja 
loud voice; Ma- 
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Madam , let your Mother 4s 
xandra (peak her pleaſure, butts 
ſhew you an evident reſtimony of 
the love the King your husband 
beares you, he gave meacharge,in 
caſe he were put to death himſelf, 
to kill you alſo, for that he could 
not be without your company in 
the other world. 

At this ſpeech the poor Ladies 
grew pale and wan with feare.A. 
las the Tyrant(quorh Alexanarain 
her heart) what will hee doe be- 
ing alive, fince that in his death he 
cauſeth thoſero die that ſurvive 
him.In the mean whilethere went 
a rumour very briefe in 7eruſalem 
(the dreames of credulous men) 
that Herod was dead,that M. An- 
thony had ſent him to execution, 
being convicted of the death of 
AriFobulus.

was divulged abroad by ſome of

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Herod's.enemies,or whether him- 
ſeltc made' ir be ſpread ſecretly, 
tor roprovethe countenance and 
inclinations of men, Wiſe Mars- 
amneicem'd to giveit no credit, 
Alexandre . grew impatient and 
{hrudded like a bird on the perch, 
beleeching. Toſeph with all ſupplis 
cations:poſlible ro take them out 
ofthepallace, and to lead them to 
the Court of Guard of the Roman 
legions, committinigrhem into the 
protection of Colonel Tuliwes,that 
they might thence paſle with ſafe 
conduct r9.M , Anthony; for ſhee 
greatly defir'd that this Pxrnca 
might ſee her daughter, perſwa- 
ding herſelfe that as ſoone as hee 
ſhould have a view of her, hee 
fhould be captivated with - her 
ties , and would ſhew all poſhble 
favour...

He 
takes the Crown and places it on 
the head of Herod,ſaying,l would 
you ſhould live peaceably in your 
dominions,and be butas loyall to 
me as you have bin toM. Anthony. 

Herod after this ſo lucky an aCe 
ceſle,c eaſt not to ſer himſelfe for- 
ward to the good liking of Augu- 
(«s,ſccking all occaſions ſore - 
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bur molt of all in that voyageof 
the Emperour made to eAfgypr, 
where he did continually giveal. 
fiſtance and ſerve in many good 
offices, This bufineſle ſo happily 
ſped , hee rcturnes in triumph to 
Hzersſalem with the aſtoniſhment 
of all the world. This was it that 
the vertuous Queen Mariamne did 
protraQta life for ever to bee aſa 
crifice for the ſolemnity of her 
bloody husbands triumphs. 
Letus now ſee how this Lamp 
was extinguiſht,we cannot expect 
any ill ſent,the faire qualities of 
her life did accompany her to her 
death. Aſſoon as Herod was en- 
tred within the chief City,he goes 
to ſalutetheQueen his wife whom 
he had cauſed to be ſer ar liberty, 
being his affaires were in ſafety,& 
brings her the firſt tidings of the

':Pheroras, Herod's brother, and 
his ſiſter S«/ome,who had both of 
them a hand in the murther of the 
innocent Queene, entred into ſuch 
apprehenſions that cannor be cx- 
preſt,ſeeing that the blood which 
they had fſpilt was one day to rule 
over them ; They beganthence- 
forth tartly to-traduce them, and 
convey(by ſome creatures ſub- 
born'd thereto) many reports to 
Herod's eares,which were in effe&t 
colafor me, how that the an” 
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his ſonnes in regard of what had 
hapned touching thetr mother) 
were very averſe tro their Father, 
& would never beinducedto affect 
him againe , Herod who was yet 
warm with the heat of his afteion 
towardsthe, gave no creditto the 
ſlander,for ſeeing them now.upon 
the march .towards ripes yeares, 
he bechought him how to match 
the honourably,ſucing for his ſon 
Alexander the daughterof Arche» 
laus King of Capadecis named 
Glaphira,wkich was granted him, 
& for Ariſtobulus,he was betrothd 
torhe. daughter of Salome , his 
colin Germane;thus cementing the 
breaches & enmities of his houſe, 
Alexander and Ariftobulus did 
converſe together very treely,and 
ſpokeall that lay ups their hearts, 
talking of the death of their mo- 
ther, inſuch a manner, that they 

ſhewed

ſhewed that they were ſenſible of 
it: Pheroras, and Salome very cloſe 
and malignant ſpies, did not ceaſe 


'totollthem into dangerous ſpe. 


ches, and all that they had ſpoken 


(either through vanity,or ſome fit 


as forthe ſonnes of Herod , they 


of anger, or through preſumption 
of ſecrecy) was preſently reported 
to Herod"s cares . Crafty Salome 
yet bearing ſway over her new 
married daughter,who was a {im- 

le harmlefle creature, did ſhrift 
ho punCually , to know of her 
what her husband did uſe to talke 
of in the privacy of their mutuall 
embraces, Shee forthwith related 
all the ſpeeches, which theſe poor 
Princes had ſpokenin ſimplicity 
or merriment, namely, that 4ri- 
flobulus brag'd , that the Empire 
appertain'd rotheifſue of Mari- 
«mneasthe linage of a true Queen: 


were 
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were ſow'd abroad, and diſperſed 
in good number(for hee had ſome 
nine or ten wives) {o that he made 
moft of them advocates in petty 
Townes, and it went well with 
them if they had learn'd to read 
and write ; ſhee added moreover, 
that Alexander ſpake ina bravado, 
that he was ſomewhat of another 
mold then his Father, yet notwith. 
ſtanding when hee convers'd with 
him, ſecing him of a jealous hu- 
mour he kept himſelfe within his 
ſcabbard, not daring freely to ex- 
preſſe himſelfe, for fear of caſting 
ſhadowes of his ability;that going 
to hunt,and walke with Herod, he 
us'd to contract and wind in his 
body,that he might not ſeem big- 
gerthen his father : If he weneto 
draw a bowe,hee did it very bun- 
gler-like, of purpoſeto free him- 
{clfe from all envy, This was 4 

Maine 
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maine pecce of wildome to doe 
ſo, bur thetrick of a very novice 
rotalk ſo much, rhough words as 
innocently ſpoken, as finiſterly 
and captivuſly interpreted; and a- 
boveall a ver; ſimple errour, to 
commit their ſecrets to a woman, 
whoſe breſt (for themoſt part) is 
as fit toguardany thing intruſted 
toits cuſtody, as a five tocarry 
water», When Pheroras, and $4- 
lowme had diligently plyed theears 
of Herod with thefe petty infor- 
mations, ſeeing ſome ſuſpitionto 
plant, & rake rooting in his mind, 
and that the fathers affe&tion to- 
wards his ſonnes did waxe cold, 
they ſtrike in opportunely,and ad- 
vile him ſeriouſly to take heed of 
his ſons, that they were in labour 
with ſome great exploit,and ſpake 
loudly, That all thoſethar had any 
hand intheſhedding theirmothers 

blood 
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| blood, ſhould not beare the pu- 


niſhment off in the other world: 


For indeed as they were harping 
onthart harſh ſtring,ſuch like pee. 
ches did eſcape from them, Herod 
was exccedingly aſtoniſht at this 
freedome, asthinking it neceſſa- 
ry to repreſle their boldneſſe with 
{ome counterpriſe, What doth he 
totake downe the ſpirits of theſe 
Princes? Hee goes,and takes him 
one of his other ſonnes call'd 4»- 
tipater, (begot upon one Dorida 
woman of meane ranck, and wha 
was afterward ſhamefully baniſht 


| the Court) he hoiſts him ina mo- 
| menttothe top of the wheele, not 


that hee purpos'd to leave him 
there, but hee would have him 
ſerve as a Check-mate for the ſons 
of eMariamne, judging him a 
fitinſtrument for that cnd:For in- 
deedthis Autipater Was 2 darke, 

{alles 
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ſallen, and malicious ſpirit, who 
held much afterthe Father, When 
heſaw himſelte on an inſtant ſo 
highly moiznted , he reſolv'd nor 
todeſcend;, - but wichthe loſſeof 
his skin , & to ſhare ofthe Realm 
as well as thereſt, by ſome device 
or other, Well, to that end he fits 
the Scene, and conforms himſelfe 
to all faſhions forto get into cre. 
dit with Herod, (who from that 
time begantolike him very well) 
and he fail'd not-under hand: to 
put on foot afreſh thoſe acculati. 
ons, togetſurer footing in this 
new preferment, that had been 
commenced againſt the ſonnes of 
UMariampe, And when hee had 
flung the ſtone, he drew in hisarm 
ſoneatly , that hee ſeem'd notto 
haveany wayſtirr'din it; forhe 
did alwaics bear a moſt ceſpedtul 


carriage towards Alexander , and

Arifobalus , as towards his Ma- 
ſers , eſpcially when hee caus'd 
thoſe falſe reportsto beanſtill'd a» 
freſh into- his Fathers cares , by 
ſome creatures well taught and re- 
warded, He fain'd alſo,with a bor- 
rowed modeſty to rake their cauſe 
inhand, but heeexcuſed them ſo

Alexander and Ariſtobulwus ;, for 
they had every where ingroſled 
the hearts of the people, and that 
their deſigne was no other,thento 
ſhorten his daies , & todiſpoſleſſe 
him of his kingdome.

The Capadocian with a mild tem- 

per ſtrikes ſayle, makes a ſhew of

toexcuſe his own ſon in law , bur 
to puniſh his own daughter, ifſhe 
were faulty.

The —_ King 
likes well of the man , and places 
him in the liſt, and number of his 
moſt intimate friends. Hee did 
lodge with Antipater, and ( ſeeing 
him predominant in Court ) in all 
his actions hee ſtudied to win his 
favour,andliking aboue all m_ 
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he did obtain by converſing tree 
| quently,and familiarly with Alex.

his heart , which hee would after 
report (true,or falſe) to the eares 
| of Herod, who did give him much 
credit, 

Three yeares being ſcarce paſt 
over, behold calumniediſgorgeth

' Deteſtable Antipater, who had 
contriv'd theſe miſchictes, ſeeing 
the two heires of the Kingdom

Throne : Hee continued in his 
quaint rogueries, and' malicious 
pranks , ſtill lurking under the 
maske of piety,as one that had ex- 
ereme care ofthe life and ſtate of 
his Father , ayming inthe meane 
whileat no other butthen ro make 
himſelfe ſhortly abſolute Lord: 
And fearing that Herod's affe ion 
toward him (which was ever wa- 
vering and changeable, )ſhould 
coole, he goes aboutevery day to 
practiſe ' 'great 'intelligences to 
'make his cards , and winnebene- 
volence; but hee was hated of che 
pcopleas a Tigre, and the ſouldi- 
ers that knew him guilty of his 
brethrens bloodyſwho were fo wel 
belov'd of the nobles)could never

** The" Commonalty above all 
wetecxtrernely toudh't with com- 
| paſfion, 
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paſſion, when ever the childrenof 
Alexander and Ariftobulms (who 
were brought upin Herod's court) 
weicled in the ſtreets. All the 
world beheld the poore Orphans 
with weeping eies,and with much 
anguith of ſoule call'd to mind the 
diſaſtersof their Fathers, Artipa. 
ter ſaw well that it way expedicnt 
for him to abſent himſclte from 
the Court,both to extinguiſhen. 
vy, and that hee might not findge 
his wings by flickering toolong 
about the candle, fearing that in 
time his Father (who was but tog 
cunning in ſuch matters) would 
ſent him outand his projects, Yet 
notwithſtandirig hee was (o cloſe, 
that hee would not openly bcgge 
leave of Herod for abſence, tar 
feare hee ſhould engender ſuſpici- 
on , but he. got his triend at Rome 
( with whom hee dealt under 

wack ng 2 had 
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hand)to write letters to his father 
in his behalfe , which eff-ed all 

that hedefired,namely, that it was 
expedient tor him to ſend himto 
Rome, for to breake and divert 

ſome enterpriſes of the Arabians 

on the Kingdome of Iudea. Herod 
having received theſe Letters, di. 
ſpatcherh him preſently , witha 

verygoodly equipage ; withgreat 

Preſents,and the Teſtament with- 
all, whereby he was declared King 
after his fathers deceaſe. Loe for. 
rune hath fill'd the ſayles of his 
defires! But astheeye of the Al- 

mighty never fleepes , and takes 
the crafty in their own imaginati- 
ons,it hapned that Pheroras, who 
as we have related, aRed his part 

inthis bloody tragedy, departed 
this world by a {uddain death,and 
poyſon'd as it was thought by the 
maid whictyhe had married. 
| Herod 
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Herod being intreated to goc 0- 
ver to his brothers houſe to make 
inquiſition of the fact, findes by 
good warrant and far beſides his 
thoughts, how that Antipatey his 
ſon had ſentPheroras (when he was 
in diſgrace and out of favour at 
Court) ſome poyſon for ro make 
away his father then while he was 
at Rome,thatſo he might returne 
immediatly to Paleſtize with his 
temples girt with a Diadem. This 
was depos'd by a ſon of Antipe- 
ters farmer, whom hee had made 
overſeer of his eſtate during his 
abſence;which was ſeconded with 
ſuch pregnant & ſtrong preſump- 
tions and evident circumſtances, 
that there was now prorhing lete 
roſuſpend his beliefe, Herod asks 
where was, this paylon? The 
young man replied, ut; was with 
the widdow ef his brocher Phero- 
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re :ſhc beingqueſtioned concer- 
ning irgotupto an upper roome, 
pretending to goe and fetch ir,burt 
being got up to the top of the 
houſe,in a deſperate manner ſhee 
caſts her ſelte down hcadlong; 
but it pleaſed God that this fall 
roved not mortall according to 
er defire. Theydid incourage her 
and made all promiſes of impuni- 
ty,if ſhe would bur freely confeſſe 
the truth: She confeſſeth that in- 
deed her husband had a poyſon 
ſent from Antipater, and that hee 
was once minded for to doe the 
deed, but it repented himalitlebe. 
fore his death, & he derefted ſuch 
wickedneſſe : & upontheſe words 
ſhee rakes out the poylon which 
they ſound to be moſt deadly, by 
making experiment upon con- 
demn'd perſons. Ar that very 
time B4thillas a freeman of Ante- 
peers 
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pater was ſurpriſed, comming 
from Rometo Iudea,to adviſc Phe. 
r0rasto haſte his defigne,& brin- 
ging another poyſon, in calethe 
former did not prove cffeuall. In 
the meantime Artipater Writes to 
his Father, that hee labour'd dili- 
gently at Rowe to diſpell ſome 
cloudes of flander and to cleare 
his affaires; which hee hoped to 
bring about, and to return very 
ſhortly for Iudea. Herod who 
would have long fince caughthim 
in hisclawes, ſ{cnds to him theſe 
lines; S: 
Sonne,my declining age & rhe 
crazineſſe of my body doe every 
day inſtruct methat 1am morrall, 
one thing comforts methat I have 
made choice of your perſon to 
ſucceed mein my Throne : I ſhall 
ſee my old age ſpring .againe &

deareſelte. I would you had con- 
tinued ſtill neere my pecſon', not 
only for the aſſiſtance you piety 
ſtill afforded me, butfor the pres 
judicethat might acrew to your 
fortune by yourabſence: Faile not 
therefore with the good leave of 
(eſar to render your felt here pre- 
ſent with the beſt ſpeed you can; 
delay will not any way favour 
your affaires here. This bayt had 
charmenough to allure, andarr 
enough to concealethe hook. Vp- 
on thele news, hee was ready to 
ride uponthe wings of the winde 
topreſent himſelfe in Tersſalem: 
He diſpatcheth his buſineſle,takes 
leave of A#7nſtws, makes all ex-

Thele mea fearing to awake his 
anger, further did falfifie & elude 
the blow,and did transferit all on 
thcir companions , abandoni 
them tothe diſcretion of the king, 
Thercupon thePrieſthaod was ta- 
ken away trom Matthias , andan. 
other Matthias,who was heldto 
be a ring-leader in. the ſedition, 
was burnt alive with his compa- 
nionsthat ſame night , at which 
time was ſeen an ecclipſe of the 
Moon, which made the ſpeQack 
yet more terrible. Herod ſome few 
daics atter havingtried , and ſpent 
invainall humane remedies , was 
brought into a miſerable ſtate of 


ſickneſſe, which is pertinently de- 
ſcribed 
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ſcribed by Joſephus and Enſebins, 
It was Gods pleaſure hee ſhould 
drink often and deep of the cup of 
hisjuſtice in this life , waſting his 
wretched body with tedious 
paines': therefore hee was ſmote 
from heaven , and was charged 
with a fierce ſquadron of incura. 
ble diſeaſes , he that fr6 his youth 
up did burn with a furious ambiti- 
on,felt at his death a greedy fire 
feeding on his entralls: hee that all 
his life rime had an inſatiable thirſt 
ofa maſſing treaſure (infomuch 
that hedigg'd up the tombes of 
David and Solomon for to ranſack 
the ſpoiles) was tormented witha 
Dog appetite, a horrible diſcaſe, 
and which modeſty fear:s to de- 
ſcribe, which made him cry our 
for hunger , cating day and night 
and could not be ſatisfied, hee that 
nde-ſo many voiages and per- 
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tormed ſo many atchievements tg 
raiſe himſelfe aboue the levell of 
ordinary fortunes , ſaw then his 
feet ſwolen with redundant hy. 
mours. He that praQis'd ſo many 
tortures1n his lifetime, was now 
rackt with the violent and intole. 
rable pangs of a Chollick - hethat 
bereav'd ſo many men of their 
breath,did now draw breath with 
much difficulty and pain - Hethat 
held humane wiſdome and polli. 
cie forthe nerves and ſtrength of 
hiseſtate, felt now in his body 
ſuch Cramps and Convullſions of 
Nerves and Sinewes, that hee was 
forcly and pitrifully ſhaken : Hee 
thathad ſhed poore Mariam 
blood, murther'd her Sonnes for 
to make the Kids boile inthe milk 
ofthe Damme , as che Scripture 
ſpeaks : Hee thar had imbrued his 
hands in the. bloud- of, ;about
